The New York Tribune prints the 


preface to Grant's forthcoming book by 
the courtesy of the publishers, which is 
as follows: " 'Man proposes and God 
disposes.' There are bnt few important 
events in the affairs of men brought 
about by their own choice. Although 
frequently urged by friends to writo my 
memoirs, I had determined never to do 
so, nor to write anything for publica- 
tion. 
At the age of nearly sixty-two 


received au injury from a fall wbit.ii 
confined me closely to the house, whale 
it did not apparently affect my geneial 
health. This made study a pleasant 
pastime. Shortly after the rascality of 
a business partner developed itself by 
the announcement of failure. This was 
followed soon after by the universal de- 
pression of all securities, which seemed 
to threaten the extinction of a good part 
of my inooine, still retained, and for 
which I am indebted to the kindly act 
of friends. 
At this juncture, the editor 


of the Century Magazine asked me to 
write a few articles for him. I consented 
for the money it gave me, for at that 
moment I was living on borrowed 
money. The work I found congenial 
and determined to continue it. The 
event 13 an important one for me, for 
good or evil. I hope for the former. 


In preparing these volumes for the 


public, I have entered upon the task 
with a sincere desire to avoid doing in- 
justice to any one whether on the Na- 
tional or Confederate aide, other than 
the unavoidable injustice of not mak- 
ing mention often where special men- 
tion is due. There mast be many errors 
of omission in this work, because the 
subject is too large to be treated of in 
two volumes in such a way as to do 
justice to all officers and men engaged. 
There were thousands of instances dur- 
ing the Rebellion of individual, com- 
pany, regimental and brigade deeds of 
heroism which deserve especial men- 
tion and are not here alluded to. The 
troops engaged in them will have to 
look to detailed reports of their individ- 
ual commanders for the full history of 
these deeds. 


The first volume, as well as a portion 


of the second was written before I bad 
any reason to suppose I was in a 
critical condition of health. Later I 
was reduced almost to the point of 
death, and it became impossible for me 
to attend to anything for weeks. I have, 
however, regained somewhat of my 
strength and am able often to devote as 
many hours a day aa persons should 
devote to snob a work. I would have 
more hope of satisfying the eipecta- 
tioHS of the public if I could have al- 
lowed myself more time. I have used 
my best efforts, with the aid of my 
eldest son, F. D. Grant, assisted by his 
brothers, to verify the records of every 
statement given. The comments are 
my own, and show how I saw the mat- 
ter treated of, whether others saw them 
in the same light or not. 


With these remarks I present these 


volumes to the public, asking no favor, 
but hoping that they will meat the ap- 
proval of the reader."

OCR SCIENTIST -IWETS' OFF" ON 


•• BEKBIES."

It is not the fault of nature that every 


community does not produce a Huiley, 
Tyndal, Spencer, Humboldt or a Dar- 
win. Science is a grand study. Evolu- 
tion is a beautiful theme. 
Political 


economy and science of government 
necessary and useful. Natural history, 
geology and many other "ologies" arc 
valuable. We have given one branch of 
natural history great study (at least one 
hour), and present our scientific con- 
clusions upon the subject of "berries," 
with the classical distinctions. 


Berries will be classified thusly: The 


elderberry (genus sarnbucus), were in- 
vented by the Methodists, and are not, 
as the name might indicate, of the moat 
ancient variety. When the elders made 


-istomed circuits the good house- 


i would always prepare choice 


daiuties, among others tarts and pastry 
made of a little berry, of which the 
elders were very fond. Hence came the 
came of elderberry. 


Strawberries (fragraria virginiana), 


were created for the wise purpose of 
using up cream and to make shortcake. 
Strange as it may appear, this cake is 
always short—no boy or man either was 
ever known to get enough. This is out 
of the great unsolved problems of &ci 
ence based upon fact. 


Then comes the cratiberry (oxycocus 


metrocarpus). In our unsophisticated 
youth we called them "cramberries," 
which was suggestive of the manner of 
their consumption when made into pas- 
try or a sauce for a tender roast turkey. 
There is something in the bare thought 
of this delicacy that fairly puts science 
to flight. 


The mulberry (genus morus). It was 


thought by mauy of tbe unlearned that 
"mulled wine" was the product of this 
berry, but our deep research establishes 
that such is not the fact. This product 
has been the great first cause of much 
trouble in the world, particularly for 
husbands' mid fathers' pockets—for this 
reason: The mulberry shrub produces 
food for the silk worm, then comes the 
cocoon, and from this develops tbe 
beautifnlly-lustred silk so much sought 
for by wife and daughter. Thus the 
final product of the mulberry according 
to the developing theory is not in favor 
with the masculine gender. 


Now comes the blackberry (rubis vil- 


losus). Some naturalists claim that the 
name is taken from the South. 
There 


is no relation whatever between the 
blackman and blackberry, save bis in- 
ordinate propensity 10 devour as many 
as his black hide will carry. Brandy is 
one of tbe products of this berry. 


The raspberry (genus rubus), in next 


of kin to the strawberry and derives its 
name from the rasping effect frequently 
felt from their influence upon the hu- 
man stomach. 


Gooseberry (rubis grossularia). Here 


we find a new approach of the animal 
to the vegetable kingdom. When the 
goose (anser) produced tbe fruit it was 
buried in the earth for reproduction, 
and in place of the ordinary develop- 
ment a shrub came forth with a succu- 
lent little globule which took tbe name 
of gooseberry. 


Huckleberries (vaccininmrosinosum). 


This has been mode famous by Hark 
Twain in "Huckleberry Finn." It is 
the email boys' weakness. Jam is its 
product. It is about the only kind of 
jam a boy likes on his fingers. They 
are found in jars on the top shelf in the 
pantry. 


We now come to a rare kind of Berry 


indigenous of Sutler county, California, 
lately called " Congressman Berry." 
Some years ago this Berry was trans- 
planted at Washington as an experi- 
ment by the favor of the Democratic 
party. It did not thrive in that locality, 
being either incapable of the necessary 
culture or the climatic influences were, 
averse. No further attempt has been 
made to cultivate this berry. 


There is another species of berry 


known as juniper berry and from which 
that great spirit called gin is produced, 
and which in turn raises high spirits in 
the one that imbibes too freely of the 
seductive beverage. For the production 
of real solid devilment ibis berry.excels 
any of its kindred. 
It is tbe real fire 


water of Mr. Lo, the poor Indian. 


There is one bury that is the most 


universal in all civilized countries—al- 
though in our judgment it is only a relic 


of barbarous ages. This bury is called 
into requisition when a human being 
shuffles off this mortal coil. The plant 
is a most expensive one, the cheapest 
being $50 each. No one is desirous of 
his own accord to invest in tbe plant, 
but notwithstanding, under tbe present 
conditions of society, every one at some 
period must have one; except those who 
are drowned at Lake Tahoe or upon the 
deep blue sea. Virgil in his description 
of the Begions Inferno says that any 
one denied the right of burial will not 
be carried in his boat across the dark 
river by old Charon. And from this the 
human system of burials has always 
obtained—based upon ancient mythol- 
ogy and superstition. What aa absurd 
and expensive custom. Not content with 
this additional expense is incurred by 
placing monuments and tablets and 
tombs over this very unproductive 
plant. A less expensive article should 
be provided. (We digressed this far lo 
give this absurd custom a Hide whack, 
looking to a sensible reform). 
S Then we have the coffoeberry (coffoa). 
This is very general in its use and was 
discovered by a goat. Tbe goat was 
browsing upon some scorched branches 
of a shrub when it was observed that 
afterward be became exceedingly frisky 
—much more so than upon his HOCUS 
to coed diet of oyster cans or old hoops. 
Investigating the cause it transpired 
that he had been eating the brown ber- 
ries of the coffee plant. 
This is the 


only valuable discovery ever made by a 
goat, though asses have been known to 
stumble upon valuable discoveries. 


Currants (rubis rubrum) are properly 


classified as berries; they are good for 
pies and jellies, though current notes 
are decidedly moro acceptable to a news- 
paper man and Bohemian. 


Bury-the-hatchet is very common and 


originated with Mr. Lo, tha poor Indi- 
an. Tbis genus is used, but the good 
effects are raiely permanent, as there 
are always some who persist in digging 
up the hatchet before it gets good and 
ripe. 


Thus have we discussed berries from 


a scientific standpoint. 


Ileecher's Latest Sermon. 


Beecher delivered Sunday the lawt of 


his sermons on evolution in religion. 
He said: "I will reserve untiil Autumn 
far more difficult questions than I have 
yet wrestled with, the question of mir- 
acles, prayer, atonement of onr Divine 
Saviour Jesuo and immortality. These 
great questions have risen above the 
horizon outside the church in the realm 
of Philosophy. 
I believe there is rising 


upon the world a view that men will not 
willingly let die. A frowning God, a 
partial God, men would fain let die; but 
a Father, a God, watching, carrying, 
bearing burdens, whose very life it IK 
to take care of life and to carry it from 
stage to stage—this sort of God will 
quench utterly the bright light of Athe- 
ism. We fire coming soon to tbe time 
when we bhall be ao assailed by atheis- 
tic philosophers that men will be forced 
back upon a nobler view of God, and 
there will come op in tbe pulpit by and 
by a unit of morality and spirituality, 
ail J the distinction between natural arid 
revealed religion will be 
abolished. 


Natural religion has nothing in it that 
is not of God and revealed religion has 
God in it. Above all, evolution is go- 
ing to drive out tbe villainous doctrine 
that man was cursed in the fall of the 
fabulous Archangel. This wild heathen- 
ism, this outrageous paganism, yet 
lurking,iu the bowels of tbe church, 
will be purged away by evolution. One 
of tha achievements of evolution will be 
absolute liberty."

The Production of Bornx on This 


ConNt. 


The San Francisco Chronicle says: The 


>rice of commercial borax has greatly 
decreased during the past three years. 
!t can be bought now for half what it 
cost in 1882. Then the market rata was 


1 cents per pound, and at the present 
ime it is 5% cents a pound. This fall- 
ag off in prices has continued notwith- 
itanding the imposition of a tariffwhich 
rirtually prohibits the importation of 
boras and boracio acid. It has been 
due therefore to the consumption not 
teeping up with the supply. The pro- 
duction of borax on this coast, which is 
;he only part of this country where it is 
bund, has been steadily very large. 
Last year 4,500 tons were extracted by 
;he various borax mining companies in 
hia State and Nevada.. Its use has not 
grown more limited, but it has not kept 
pace with the production. It is em- 
ployed in welding, glazing, pottery and 
cleansing. The iron trade consumes 
the largest quantity of bora's, and with 
the increase of that industry the busi- 
ness of borax mining will be benefited. 
New uses are being found for this 
mineral. At first it was thought fit only 
for iron-workers and blacksmiths. 
Its 


detersive properties were revealed after- 
wards. The manufacture of glazed iron 
and earthan-ware waa begun after other 
virtues were discovered in borax, and 
now it is employed ia packing meats in 
Chicugo. 
Notwithstanding the supply 


from Italy, large quantities of borax are 
exported to Europe from the Pacific 
Coast. Last week 775,000 pounds were 
shipped from this port to Liverpool. 
Some of the London illustrated papers 
contain flaming advertisements, in true 
American style, lauding the virtues of 
soaps 
made 
from 
California borax. 


Borncic soaps and borax in the shupe it 
comes from the mines are admirable 
cleansers. 
A piece of borax dropped 


into water renders it pleasant to wash 
in. 
The supply on this coast is practi- 


cally inexhaustible, as whsn crude borax 
is removed from the fields where it in 
found a renewal of it ensues. So im-
